New Problems Of The Armistice In Korea 
Must Not Hide The Old Threat In Europe 


By MICHAEL BARKWAY, Correspondent of Saturday Night and the Victoria Daily Times, From Ottawa 


yTTAWA is very hopeful about the 

Korean truce, though very. m 
aware of the difficulties which still have 
to-_besolved.__The —vital__thing, itis 
thought here, is to keep the arrange 
ments for an actual cease-fire in the field 
quite separate from 
the peace negotiations 
which Must follow 
Each stage has its pe- 
culiar problems, but if 
they can be managed 
separately neither 
should be insoluble 

Even at the first 
stage—-that of the mill 
tary truce—we are lia 
ble to run into trouble 
over the status of the 
United Nations. To the Western powers 
and especially perhaps to the United 
States, the United Nations is the embryo 
world organization which must supervise 
all international arrangements of this 
kind. It is, to some, extent, the judge 
as well as having been the policeman. 

To the Chinese, on the other hand, 
the United Nations is bound to appear 
as one of the parties to the dispute. 
The Chinese, indeed, would probably call 
the U.N, the defendant and the Chinese 
themselves the plaintiff. 

If the fighting is to be stopped it is 
no good getting into an insoluble argu- 
ment about this. The suggestion which 
is offered to break the deadlock is to 
find one individual who can be agreed 
between the Chinese and the U.N. pow-

The depth of tragedy threeigh 
which China is passing, in this 
respect as well as in others, was 
forcefully illustrated in a news 
report, which appeared recently, 
concerning a Communist judge in 
a Chinese court.

of the sort with which thousands 
of innocent people have been ac 
cused. The judge sought to have 

er judge sit upon the case, 
but his belated vestige of family 
loyalty did not save either him 
self or his father. The old man 
Was exer and_the son. was 
degraded from his judgeship and 
disappeared 


uted, 


The incident is of the sort that 
has cursed every sort and sphere 
of totalitarian idealogy and domi- 
nation whether Communist, 
Nazi autocratic Tyranny 
breeds its own forms of fear and 
shame. It was the story in Hit 
ler’s Germany; it is the story in 
Stalin’s Russia; and it is running 
true to form, to base and 
brutal form, in Communist China. 


CHRISTIAN OUTLOOK 
Such are not likely to 
happen in countries in which de 
mocracy and Christianity have 
power; but that does not 
mean that democratic ideals and 
Christian teachings have been ef 
fective in establishing family life 
everywhere as it ought to be. 
Such conditions have often result 
ed from disloyalties and irrespon 
sibilities, sometimes on the part 
of children toward their parents, 
sometimes (though I am inclined 
to think less often) on the part 
of parents toward their children. 
No doubt old folks often con- 
stitute something of: a problem. 
We are all liable to get a little 
more ¢rochety and difficult as we 
grow older. But, if the young and 
middle-aged realized that they 
will soon be the old folks of to 
morrow, reflection might make 
them more patient, considerate 
and kindly

(2 Ibs.)

Four cups prepared 
fruit; “% .cup lemon juice, 1 
tablespoon| grated lemon rind,

meats, 7 cups (3 lbs.) sugar, 1 
bottle liquid pectin. 

To prepare fruit: Stem and 
pit about 2% pounds fully ripe 
sweet cherries. Chop fine; meas.

and add.lemon juice, lemon rind, 
rasins and nuts. 

To make conserve: Add sugar 

fruit saucepan and mix 
Place over high heat, bring 
rolling boil, and boil 
minute, stirring con- 
stantly.. Remove from heat and 
at once stir in liquid pectin. 
Then stir and skim by turns for 
5 minutes to cool slightly, to 
prevent floating fruit. Ladle 
quickly into glasses.
